— When Presi- 
dent Roosevelt arrives in Memphis ou 
October 4 to attend the waterways 
convention he will be escorted 
through a cotton arch, which 1, to be 
erected on Second street, In front of 
UM Cotton Kxchange. It will be six- 
teen feet high, and "4 hales of cotton 
will be used in its construction. It 
will be Illuminated and will be cov- 
ered with inscriptions. Th» banquet 
which was to haye been given in 
honor of the waterways delegates and 
which has be-n called off as told yes- 
terday, would have cost $4, (Jon. In 
place of the banquet a smoker will 
be given at the Auditorium, and It is 
expected that about H.ut'O person, 
will attend. After President Roose- 
velt concludes his stay in Memphis he 
will leave that city over the Iron 
Mountain railroad and proceed to 
Alsatla Station, In lxiulslana. The 
president will hunt bear, beginning 
October 6, for two weeks. His truln 
will be on the Tensas river, 18 mile,, 
from Lake Providence, La. Only last' 
week Phil Thompson killed a bear 
neighing over 400 pounds in the ter- 
rltory over which the president will 
hunt.
